AGAWAM POST OFFICE HISTORY 

By EDITH LaFRANCIS 


The original wooden store built by Bo- 
durtha was sold to William Shaylor and 
moved to Center St. where it still serves as 
a house. A new store and Post Office was 
built. Roy Bailey bought the grocery busi¬ 
ness from Hastings and about 1934 sold to 
Smith. 

About 1942, Joseph and Nazareno Car- 
done bought the grocery business from Smith 
and the building and land from Bodurtha. 
They put up the present Post Office building 
in 1949. 

Rural delivery service was established in 
1900. Monroe Hayward made the first 
rounds with a horse and buggy, and George 
Reed later with a Ford. (Assistant Vern 
Perry Meyers was at the wheel of the Model 
T one day when the- left rear wheel came 
off in the middle of Main St.) 

House to house delivery began in 1954. 
The zones were shifted so that mail for 
North Agawam which was previously de¬ 
livered by the West Springfield P. O. is now 
sent out from Agawam. In 1875, mail came 
in 3 times per week. Now there are 4 mails 
coming in per day and 3 despatches. (Re¬ 
printed from 5-21-64 issue). 


Barden, 1934-1939; Mrs. Mary Brady, 1939- 
to 1964. The present acting postmaster is 
Philip DeForge. 

The first two men probably kept the 
office in their own homes but the Whitmans 
kept it in their store at the corner of South 
and Main Streets. When Lyman Allen was 
appointed he moved it to his house. (Sec¬ 
ond north of Elm. Built by Roderick Allen, 
later owned by Frank Campbel and now by 
Richard VanHeusen.) After 5 years, Lyman 
Whitman was again appointed and moved it 
back to the south end. 

When Edward K. Bodurtha built the 
grocery store on the site of the present Aga¬ 
wam Market in 1858 the Post Office was 
moved there. 

Lyman Allen’s second term was ended 
by his death on the railroad crossing at the 
South End Bridge in 1885. Charles Has¬ 
ting bought out the grocery business about 
that time and also served as Postmaster. For 
short times, the office was kept in the Pond 
house, 845 Main St. by R. Millard and in the 
Bodurtha house on Elm St. but neither is on 
the official list of Postmasters. 


The first Post Office in Agawam Center 
was opened on January 13, 1815 with John 
Norman as Postmaster. Previous to this, 
mail had to be picked up at the Old Brick 
Store in West Springfield. Postage was paid 
in coin and letters were sent without en- 


The new Postmaster was a veteran of 
the Revolution and came from Norwich, 
Conn. He brought the McVigh place on the 
corner of Meadow St. when he first came 
but sold to a Mr. Walkley. He intended to 
go West to settle but his wife refused to go 
so he bought the Lewis Pomeroy place on 
South Main St. and opened a blacksmith shop. 

Since the appointment of John Norman 
there have been nine other Postmasters, one 
of whom, Charles Hastings, held the office 
for nearly 40 years. 

The terms of office have been: John 
Norman, 1815-1823; Norman Warrincr, 1823- 
1829; Asa Whitman, 1S29-1833; Lyman 
Whitman, 1833-1849; Lyman Allen, 1849- 
1853; Lyman Whitman, 1853-1861; Lyman 
Alien. 1861-1885; Charles W. Hastings, 1885- 
192''; Roy Bailey, 1925-1934; Miss Minnie
